A Baseball Sluggers 


Four baseball greats hit it out of the park with this pane honoring the 

game's greatest record-breaking hitters. Roy Campanella, nicknamed 
“Campy,” was the first African-American catcher in the history of Major 
League Baseball. He hit 242 home runs in his ten-year career with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and played in five World Series, winning in 1955. 
Hank Greenberg was baseball's first Jewish superstar. “Hammerin’ 
Hank” played for the Detroit Tigers for most of his career and his 11 
multi-homer games set a one-season record that still stands today. 

MICKEY MANT Mel Ott set what was, at the time, a National League record for home 

| runs with 511 for the New York Giants. Mickey Mantle, known as 
“The Commerce Comet,” hit 536 home runs for the New York Yankees.
